Bless all Christian minis- 
ters, wherever they are employed in 
thy vineyard. ^Vater them abun- 
dantly with the dew of thy Holy 
Sjjirit. Deliver them from the fear 
of man, from seeking tlie applause of 
men, and from preaching themselves, 
or any thing else, instead of Christ 
Jesus the Lord.
